This interesting situation grows out of the action of the gen- 
eral assembly in carving a new county from joint portions of Mont- 
pomery, Dodge and Telfair counties. The bill looking to that 
end was introduced in the house by Representative Kent. As a 
compliment to the author of the measure, it passed the house and 
went to the senate christening the new county “Kent.” The senate 
concurred in the creation of the county, but moved to amend by 
substituting for the name of Kent that of Wheeler, as a memorial 
to the intrepid Georgian of that name. 

Very gracefully Representative Kent has announced that he 
will be delighted to support the senate amendment. There is, of 
course, no doubt that the house will accept the suggestion of the 
senate and that the new county will perpetuate the name of a man 
who served with brilliant distinction in the confederate service, and 
i. valor and talent in the Spanish-American war were among 
the contributing factors toward wiping out the last vestiges of 
sectional feeling between the north and the south. 

The principle embodied in Mr. Coleman's suggestion 1s an 
excellent one and has been followed to a controlling degree in the 
naming of most of Georgia’s counties. A list of the counties of 
Georgia is, in effect, a roster of names of great men who were 
instrumental in the making of national and state history, or who, 
in some intimate manner, identified themselves conspicuously with 
a phase of national or southern glory.

In consequence of the 
the two items—pensions and 
schools—-the appropriations 
were $678,082.37 more than for 1910. 

The appropriations made by the 
pfesent general assembly, made at the 
session of 1911 for the year 1912 were, 
after subtracting a few items whicn 
have reverted, only $130,374.96 more 
than those for 1911. 

As to whether the increases made by 
the present legislature for 1912 over 
those made the preceding legisla- 
ture for 1911 were unnecessary and ex- 
travagant, a consideration of a few 
items of increase pertinent. As a 
result of the magnificent work done 
by the State College of Agriculture in 
stimulating an interest in improved 
methods of agriculture through the or- 
Banization of corn clubs and through 
the other agencies and means employ- 
ed in extension work among farmers, 
and in view Of the near approach of 
the boll weevil, there was an over- 
whelming and practically unanimous 
demand that the appropriation to the 
State College of Agriculture he in- 
creased $69,000, of which $50,000 should 
be applied to extension work. This 
appropriation was specifically urged 
by the governor in his inaugural ad- 
dress, and it was considered as an in- 
vestment rather than an expense. 

The most imperative and sacred de- 
mand upon the state is the proper 
maintenance of the state sanitarium., at 
Milledgeville. The amount appropri- 
ated to this institution appears large 
in gross, and the increase from year 
to year great, but when the facts are 
examined into, the support of the un- 
fortunates confined in this inyt?otion 
appears pitifully meager, and its suc- 
cessful management on the funds ap- 
propriated little short of marvelous. At 
the close of thé year 1910, there were 
patients in the institution, and 
at the present rate of increase it was 
estimated that there would be 3.476 
patients during the year 1912 and 3.576 
in 1910, under the appro- 
for that year, it was 
necessary to maintain the patients at 
an average daily thirty-seven 
and a fraction cents per day, including 
clothing, fuel, ts, guards, 
medicines, medical attention, 
all other expenses connected with 
the institution.

In 
view of this fact the senate reduced 
the increase to common school funds 
to $50,000 for each of the years 1912 
and 1913, and made it possible to de- 
fer payment of the increase to 1913, 
and made slight reductions in a few 
other items. Three of the decreases 
made by the senate in the bill as passed 
by the house were: a reduction of 
$2,500 in the maintenance of the sol- 
diers’ home and of $5,000 in the main- 
tenance both of the School of Tech- 
nology, at Atlanta, and of the Geor- 
gia Normal and Industrial: school, at 
Milledgeville, and of $5,000 in the ap- 
propriation to the university, at 
Athens. That the house was right in 
its original estim’ates has been dem- 
onstrated. The soldiers’ home has be@n 
unable to run on the appropriation 
made to it and now has several bills, 
including last winter's coal billg, due 
and unpaid. The Technological school 
and the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial school have found it impossible 
to run on the appropriations made, and 
the governor, in his message to the 
general assembly at this session, has 
recommended that the amounts of 
maintenance to these two institutions 
be restored to the amounts originally 
recommended by the committee and 
passed by the house. 

The truth is that 
the gtate are not 
maintenance and 


the institutions of 
receiving adequate 
that the common 
schools are not being run upon the 
proper standard. The beneficia] func- 
tions of the state departments are be- 
ing increased. The farmers are re- 
ceiving assistance in studying better 
Systems of agriculture in the extermi- 
nation of cattle pests and in preparing 
for the approach of the boll weevil. but 
are demanding more help. The public 
health is being ministered to, but not 
to the extent that the public interest 
demands. The demand for public edu- 
cation is increasing and the public in- 
telligence is rising. The government 
is becoming. an agency of ministering 
to the ‘health, comfort and prosperity 
of the people, but the limit has been 
reached and the state’s arm is weli- 
nigh paralyzed for lack of means. 

The demand for a better financial 
System is imperative.

The 
practice of pruning and, holding down 
appropriations should speedily go out 
of date and give progressive legisla- 
tion the right of way. Appropriations 
should not decrease, but increase, com- 
mensurate with the development of @ 
great and growing state. Fully 90 
per cent of bills for enactment of the 
present session are local in nature, 
and all general bills now pending have 
a tendency toward a depleted treasury. 
Tax equalization has been thrashed 
out in many other states to the better- 
ment and upkeep of all publie utility 
and educational institutions. Why not 
solve the financial riddle in Georgia 
for once at least for a rich and grow- 
ing state’ The fmll valuation tax 
problem has been solved in the great 
state of Texas by passing a bill in- 
corporating the same into statuary 
law, compelling all property owners 
alike to render their taxés at full value. 

Keep up the agitation of the “full 
valuation t x law,” also the “inheri- 
tunce tax law.” until the demands be- 
come adopted into the state democratic 
platform and finally by legislative en- 
actment become incorporated into 
state law.

ADAMSUN AT WAR 
WITH STIMSON 


Writes Secretary Hot Letter on 
Water Power Sites, 


Advocating Omnibus Bill, Geor- 
gian Declares Government 
Cannot Undertake Develop- 
ment Work, and Individuals 


Should Be Allowed to Do It. 


Washington, August 2.—War was 
declared today between the house and 
war department on the question of 
granting individuals the right to take 
up water power sites when Chairman 
Adamson, of the house interstate com- 
merce committee, wrote a sharp letter 
to Secretary of War Stimson concern- 
ing the problem. Mr. Stimson previ- 
ously had written to Mr. Adamson pro- 
testing against an omnibus water 
power site measure reported favorably 
by his committee, and in which were 
several bills that had been subjected 
to attack, 

In answering the secretary, 
Adamson did not mince words. 

“Your letter presents a singular ad- 
mixture of correct statements long 
well known, unwarranted conclusions 
and erroneous opinions of both law and 
the fact,” he wrote. 

Trust Idea Scouted. 

Mr. Adamson declared the» govern- 
ment coulqg not undertake to develop 
all the projects he held were necessary 
to the advancement of the country, and 
that private enterprises with strict 
limitations, should be allowed to do 
the work. He scouted the idea of a 
water power ‘“‘trust,” and insisted that 
the secretary of war, “if he did his 
duty,’,~had lega] means and authority 
to safeguard the government in all 
such leases. 

Mr. Adamson condemned the exist- 
ing law which prevented capital from 
undertaking water power development 
work. He said hundreds of water 
power sites, which might be adapted 
to the public good, were undeveloped. 

“The difficulty,” he wrote, “is that

CANADA TO AID 
ENGLAND’S NAVY 


On Condition She Is Consulted 
as to Way Money 
Is Spent. 


London, August 2.—Robert L. Bor- 
den, prime minister of the Dominion 
of Canada, has made hig position very 
clear on the subject of the naval as- 
sistance that Canadca is to offer the 
mother country. 

Mr. Borden and his colleagues of the 
dominion cabinet told the British cabi- 
net that Canada is prepared to assist 
Great Britain to maintain her naval 
supremacy, but when she does so she 
will want to be consulted as to the 
way the money is spent. 

When Mr. Borden and nis colleagues 
arrived it was announced with a great 
flourish that they came with an Offer 
to contribute a squadron of four dread- 
naughts to England. This was ac- 
cepted by thé public. so there is cer- 
tain to be some disappointment when 
the part Canada proposes to take is 
finally settled. Mr. Borden himself 
says this will not be-until after his re- 
turn to Canada and he has had an op- 
portunity of consulting with the full 
cabinet. 

“There are only five of us here and 
the cabinet consists of cighteen mem- 
bers, so it is not likely that we should 
make any decision until we have had 
a full meeting,” said the premier. 

“We are simply here to find out the 
true position of affairs and secure all 
the facts for cabinet consideration.” 

These facts have been given by the 
members of the British cabinet and 
the committe2 of imperial defense at a 
series of joint meetings with the Ca- 
nadian statesmen, who have also had 
the advantage of conferences with the 
cfficials of the admiralty and foreign 
office. 

These conferences will be resumed 
dvring the coming visit of Winston 
Spence: Churchill, first lord pf the ad- 
miralty, to Canada. 

Mr. Borden is not overcommunica- 
tive as to what Canada is prepared to 
do.. He always falls back on his orig- 


inal statement that he is here only to 
gather information and not to make 
any offers. He is firm, however, in 
reiterating that, whatever Canada does, 
she must in return be consulted in the 
expenditure of her money. 

If Mr. Borden is reticent as to what 
Canada will do he ts quite outspoken 
enough as to what she wants in return 
for any contribution she makes. One 
of these desires is for a real imperial 
parliament, representative of the whole 
empire, to’deal with all matters of in- 
to the emplre.
